1. his Beport covers an investigation made by the Senate 
Subcommittee on Federal. Manpower Policies on personne) investige~ 
tions of employees and applicents for euployment in the Executive 
Branch of the Govermsent for loyalty, suitability, and security. 
fhe Report finds that not all agencies avail themselves ov tine 
investigative facilities of the Civil Service Comaiasion, out, 
instead, maintain etaffa of investigators, whose Gutlea parallel 
those of the Commiesion, with a consequent duplication of effort, 
and an resulting waste oc menpcower and. money. 


2, The Comittee comes to one firm econchision, vigi that 
the existence of Woree separate programs ef loyalty, suitability, 
ami gecurity is the primary factor which results in confusion, 
duplication, delay, and waste. Te Comittee ie recommending 
that these programs be cansolideted and etandardized, and thet 
necessory legislation be enacted to effect mich eonsolidation. 


3. Thie legislation ia to include provision for designating 
one agency, presumably the Civil Service Commission, as the res- 
ponsible agency tor ecordineting the loyalty, security, end suite 
pility programs, aa setting the appropriate standerds for adusinis~ 
tention of guch programs - 


i, The Subcownaittee is planning to recomend that the Civil 
Service Comainsion de desiguated ag the Executive Branch Agency 
reepousible far comrdinetiag agency progrems for investigations of 
civilian employees ané candidates. Tre Coumisgion ig to be 
authorized and directed to establish standards amd reguintions for 
this investigation program end for the defining of acceptable 
agency inveatigations programs within this fremework of standards. 


5S, I recemment that Legislative Counsel follow the develop- 
ment of this legislation end insure that the Ceatral Dbrteliigence 
Agency ia exempted from it.
